The people of Moroc- 
co are fanatical Moslems, and they re- 
sent bitterly any kind of pressure to 
change old customs or give up old 
wajs, but they are much less formid- 
able than they used to hi In the prime 
of Moorish power, especially in com- 
parison with the conditions in the ad- 
vanced countries of the earth.—Cleve- 
and Leaeler.
